I  Rave  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  ''arehan  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for  the  year  1943. 
The  report  is  limited  to  essential  statistics  and  important  changes  ’which  have 
taken  place  during  the  ,rear. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  district,  22.8,  as  compared  with  16.5  for  England 
and  .rales,  is  2.2  higher  than  the  figure  for  1942.  The  death  rate  for  the 
district,  10.8,  as  compared  nitli  12.1  for  England  and  "'ales,  is  1.0  lower  than 
the  figure  for  1942. 

'The  health  of  the  district  has  remained  satisfactory  and  there  was  no 
serious  outbreak  of . inf ectious  disease.  The  number  of  cases  of  heasles  and 
/hooping  Cough  notified  during  t.hoyyoar.  wore  higher  than  that  for  1942,  and  the 
number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  half  that  for  the  previous  year.  The  notification 
rates  for  the  common  inf octious  diseases,  with  the  exception  of  those  for 
■-.car lot  rover  and  Diphtheria  which  are  lower,  approximate  closely  with  those  for 
England  and  halos •  ..  , 

Scabies  and  Vominous  Conditions  remain  more  prevalent  than  in  peace  tine, 
but  with  newer  methods  of  treatment  aro  more  readily  cured  and  easily  controlled. 
Scabies,  boing  spread  by  close  contact,  is  essentially  a  family  complaint  and  an 
endeavour  is  made  to  got  all  members  of  the  affected  family  troatod  so  as  to 
prevent  the  possibility  of  reoccurrence  of  cases. 

Nino  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  four  new  cases  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  figure  for  now  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  sever,  less  than  that  for  the  preceding  year,  whilst# 
the  number  of  now  cases  of  Hor.-Pu Inonary  Tuberculosis  remains  the  same.  There 
wore  four  doaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  from  Fon-Pulmonary  m 

Tuberculosis . 

Housing  is  the  most  urgent  problem  in  this  district  which  tho  Council  will 
huvo  to  faco  after  the 'war.  Unfortunately  the  war  intervened  bofore  much  could 
be  done  to  inprovo  housing  conditions'1  in  tho  district;  some  now  houses  had  boon 
built,  demolition  orders  wero-  made  in  respect  of  tho  most  unfit  houses,  and  a 
few  houses  had  boon  reconditioned,  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act. 

Besides  those -.houses  in  the  district  which  aro  obviously  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  there  are  many  which  by. repair  and.  reconditioning  should,  bo  brought 
as  near  as  possible  to  tho  standard  in  amenities  as  those,  of  a  good  Council 
•IIous  o.  • " :  - 

There  wore  four  canes  of  statutory  overcrowding  at  the  end  of  tho  year  and 
. there  arc  many  cases  where  houses  aro  occupied  by  more  than  one  family.  There 
is  generally  a  demand  for  better  houses  and  this  will  become  more  acute  as  many 
of  the  younger  nor  sons  who  'have  deferred  making  o.  settled  homo  during  tho  war 
yoars  will,  want  to  settle  in  hones  of  their  own  when  peace  com os * 

The  Council’s  schemes  for  water  supply  and  soworage  in  tho  district  if 
developed  should -make  building  of  now  houses  considerably  oasior  by  eliminating 
the  hood-  for  separate" wator  supplies  and  sower ago  disposal  systems.  The 
practice  of  developing  many  small  wator  supplies  and  -sewerage  disposal  schemes 
has,  little  to  connond  it;  they  aro  a  difficulty  to  suporviso  and  tho  risk  of 
.pollution  is  multiplied. 

The  effect  of  good  housing  conditions  on  the  health,  general  well  boing, 
and  happiness  of.  a  community  is-  so  important  that  it  cannot  bo  ovorstressod. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  recommending  to  tho  Council  that  all  new  Council 
Houses  should  have  installed  a  lavatory  basin,  either  in  conjunction  with  tho 
water  closet  or  in  the  kitchen.  This  is  not  a  luxury,  it  is  an  essential, 
for  by  affording  facilities  to  all  members  of  the  household  for  hand  washing 
before  meals,  after  using  tho  water  closet,  and  to  tho  housewife  in  particular 
before  preparing  food,  it  would  be  a  «  rcat  factor  in  the  prevention  and  spread 
of  alimentary  infections  such  as,  the  enteric  group  of  fovors,  dysentery,  and 
i nt o  s  t ina 1  par as i t i sn •
